‘ this ftep by fome public motives, not by any neglect 
‘or mifinanagement of the members; that, in the 
witnefs’s opinion, his true reafon for fuch a meafure 
was to augment his influence in the country; that, 
after the Tapprelibo of the Council of Bahar, by 
which the members had been reduced to very great 
inconveniencies in their circumftances, he had nomi- 
nateditwo Rajahs to collect the revenues of that pro- 
vince ; that according to public report, {which the 
witnefs would not vouch for) thele two men had 
‘made Mr Haltings a prefent of four lacks of rupees, 
(40,000 |.) that this fam was fuppofed to have been 
given him as a gratification for his appointing them 
collectors ; thar thefe Rajahs, in the exercife of this 
employment, had defolated the country, ruined a- 
; gricalrure, and reduced moit of the inhabitants to 
fuch diftrefs, that many of them had been under a 
neceflity OF quitting the province; that one of the 
; Rajahs, named Kellaram, had beenjimprifoned for 
; the balance that remained due of his collection ; that 
| Kellaram, who, in his own defence, might have ac- 
| cufed Mr Haftings of corruption in receiving the 

fum above mentioned, was unwilling to bring for- 

ward fuch an accufation, from the fear of Mr Ha- 
j ftiags’s vengeaace, which he apprehended would 
prove fatal to him ; thar the lofs of revenue fuffain- 
ed by the Company, in conféquence of the ruin and 
defolation produced by the Rajahs during the time 
of their a&ting in the capacity of collectors, was ve- 
ry confiderable, &c. 

Mr Young had alfo a few queftions put to him by 
Mr Burke,” Mr Baring, Sir James Johnitone, and 
Mr Beaufoy. :
